BAR HILL PARISH COUNCIL NOTES 


Some points of interest taken from the Monthly Meeting of 
the Parish Council held in the" Green Hut on'Tuesday, 18th 
April, 1978. 

1 . Staff - Mrs. Margaret Doe of 41 Hollytrees, Bar Hill, 
was appointed to the new post of "Assistant to the 
Clerk/Treasurer" and, after welcomed by the Chairman, 
she took over one of her duties - that of "Minutes 
Secretary". 


2. Chairman's Report - Mr. David Lindsay announced that, 

i as only I had put in applications stand for Parish 
Councillors in May, there would be <. further election, 
three weeks later, to fill the 2 vacant seats, lie 
.then went on to say how sorry everyone was to be 
saying farewell to four members and espically two, 
v/ho were distinguished past "Chairmen". Messrs. Chris 
Lakin and Rodney Dale had steered the Council through 
the early difficult years and everyone in Ba.r Hill 
owed them a great debt. 

Mr. David Lindsay then spoke of his recent 
attendance at a Meeting of the Cambridgeshire Assoc, 
of Local Councils held in Bottisham. At this meet¬ 
ing, the National Secretary, Mr. Arnold-Baker, gave 
his farewell address. He spoke in his renowned and 
forthright manner and made some very important 
observations which Mr. Lindsay would be mentioning 
at a leter date. 

3 . Committee Reports - 

3.1 Planning Sub Comm it tee - Several applications were 
dealt with during the months and full details can be 
found in the official minutes. One application, 

Fairway Housing, by Bar Hill Developments Limited, 
was discussed by the Council, who recommended its 
approval by the Planning Authority with two provisos 

(a) Full details of materials and decorations to be 
used to be submitted for consideration. 

(b) Positions of detached g~rages to be amended. 

3.2 Sale of Freeholds, Maintenance, and Communal TV 
Aerial Sub Committees - reported that progress 

was being made and it was hoped to have their 
recommendations ready by the next meeting of the 
Council. 

3.3. tillage Hall Building Sub Committee - 'The secret¬ 
ary, Mr. John '"ills stated that the tenders had 
k. proved rather larger than was anticipated. This was 
caused by a great many unavoidable factors - being 
forced to change location had added a lot of unfore¬ 
seen costs - provision of services, foundations, 
access road, etc. etc..; building work was.now plent¬ 
iful ana so prices were not so competitive; and so on. 

\ After a long discussion it was unaminously agreed that 
1 the project must go on as planned and that the (contd)

financial position would be resolved. 

4. District Councillors'Report - Dr. Kevin Devine spoke 
about the very untidy state of the Industrial Areas 
of the Village. He said that the District Council 
were very concerned indeed. He hoped that natters 
would be resolved by personal contact and discussion 
with the various tenants and that further action 
would be unnecessary. 

5. Clerk/Treasurer's Report - Details of the corresp¬ 
ondence' and financial statements for April had been 
circulated anoungst the Council members. These were 
approved after a short explanation by the Clerk. 

6 . Maintenance Manager's Repo rt - Grass cutting was now 
underway arid about 55$ had received the first cut. 

The new ! aintenance II.Q's was now in full use and was 
proving much more convenient than the Old Farm House. 

Provided the better weather continued it was 
hoped to start work on the drainage of the Village 
C-r, en and the allotments in early May. Once the 
drainage has been completed it is intended to start 
remedial \.ork on the Cricket Pitch. The position 
of the Drift is still most unsatisfactory - the worst 
areas have been graded by the Maintenance Otaf.f but 
until the developers cornple.te their rc-landscaping 
of the east side nothing much can be done to bring 
the area up to its proper state. 

It has again been necessary to completely 
replace the plumbing in the Green Hut, where the 
whole system was found hanging off the walls. 

Finally it is intended to build a Memorial 
Garden on the spare piece of ground behind the 
Church. Originally the Maintenance Manager was going 
to provide all the trees, shrubs, and flowers in 
memory of his wife, but as so many others have 
expressed the desire to join in the project, it will 
nov/ be a Memorial Garden for all Villagers who wish 
to partake. Anyone wishing to donate a tree or 
shrub, or perhaps rose should get in touch with 
councillor iyn Moss, who has kindly said that she 
will act as receiver for all gifts. 

Pull minutes will be posted on the Motice Board in due 
course. Next meeting will be on Tuesday 16th May, 1978 
at 8.00 p.m. in the Green Hut. This is the Annual 
Meeting of the Parish Council.

AH INEXPENSIVE YOGURT PLANT 

INGREDIENTS: 


1 pint milk, 1 carton natural yogurt, 

2 tablespoons sugar or equivalent sweetener, 

an insulex snack jar, and a sugar thermometer. 

METHOD 

Put swoetner -and milk in- a. saucepan, bring 
to the boil and sinner at a low point for jr hour. 

Remove and cool to around" 47°C (that is slightly hotter 
than bearable on the skin). -- 

Put 2 tlbs. natural yogurt in snack jar, add milk, stir, 
tighten lids and leave for 5 hours. Remove lids, chill 
and serve. 

Can also be made in ordinary jar or pot if the mixture 
is left in the airing cupboard for over 24 hours. Ror 
unsweetened yogurt exclude sweetener. Save a small 
amount for your next venture.
